S Oppose Legislation 


The selectmen have given their 
endorsement to the League of 
Cities and Towns in its battle to 
have legislation defeated which 
would permit municipal employees 
to strike and also to have contract 
disputes settled through mandatory 
arbitration. 

The board, Monday night, voted 
to give its support to the organi- 
zation, of which it is a member, 
as well as contacting local repre- 
sentatives and senators.

Salaries represent a con- 
siderable percentage of the annual 
budget, he pointed out and with the 
increased powers, employees 
would be in a much stronger posi- 
tion. 

The manager felt that opposi- 
tion to the legislation was more 
important than that registered 
against the police and fire chief 
pay bill. 

With compulsory arbitration, he 
pointed out, ‘a non-resident of 
the town could make a binding de- 
cision, thus there would be no 
sense to town meeting.” He added 
that there would be little sense in 
collective bargainirg negotiations 
under such legislation.

The school expense budget has 
gone up less than 9 percent this 
year, Dr. Alan Greenberg benignly 
noted Tuesday night, after a joint 
school committee-Finance Com- 
mittee meeting. 

The expense budget came out 
of its first public rendezvous with 
the FinCom just $19,000 lighter, 
at $1,363,083. The salary budget, 
still under negotiation, and esti- 
mated at $5,718,018, was not dis- 
cussed, but another budget meeting 
is set for Feb. 22, at East Junior 
High School. 

The only real program cut Tues- 
day was suffered by the audiovisual 
services, which lost $6,000 when 
Dr. Frank Griggs and Dr. Richard 
Katz teamed up to vote for a cut 
at Greenberg’s suggestion. 

But whenGreenberg sallied forth 
to attack the library’s books bud- 
get, Dr. Katz galloped forward,

set his lance, and virtually un- 
horsed the challenger. ‘‘Library 
books are the crux of education!

mysteriously as it disappeared 
from the Doherty School last 
summer. 

Library Director Annetta 
Freedman, told the TOWNSMAN 
she is rejoicing over the return, 
and sees it as a chance to ask 
for the return of other single 
reference andother volumes, inad- 
vertently taken. She asks that 
parents and students check their 
bookshelves for school-owned 
books. 

‘(We just want them back, no 
questions asked. Leave them ina 
paper bag at your school office, 
if you’re embarassed, but just 
return them.’? Mrs. Freedman 
last week reported to the school 
committee that the system had a 
one percent loss of library hold- 
ings.

Services budget asks $43,000 for 
library printed matter, and 
$39,000 for AV. Both represent 
an increase of $2,500 or less 
over last year’s budget. 

Interest focussed mainly on the 
AV budget. 


The AV budget is divided into 
$8,207 for supplies, $8,540 for 
equipment, and $21,702 for soft- 
ware, the actual audio-visual 
materials shown or played. Some 
of the software budget is allocated 
for specific science and social 
studies requests to key into the 


new curricula that these depart- . 


ments will begin next fall.

of audio visual materials, Mrs, 
Freedman said, used ‘‘not for 
entertainment of large groups, but

Miss Dobbie’s humour and sturdy 
defense of the program left the 
committee and audience in appre- 
ciative chuckles, and the 52 cent- 
a-child program in little danger. 

Miss Dobbie’s point was that 
Shirley Howe, the Audubon trained 
and sponsored teacher, brought the 
children resources that could not 
be duplicated in a regular science 
program, and was herself a 
valuable resource tothe classroom 
teachers. Children have the Audu- 
bon program 20 times a year. 

Committeeman Dr. Richard A. 
Katz added his backing, saying that 
the Audubon teacher was gifted, 
the program an extraordinarily 
valuable supplement, and Andover 
children fortunate to have both.

still has a hard time with the 
language. In French class, she 
translates the French to Swedish 
and then to English. Her favorite 
subject is psychology since she 
wants to be a social worker. Oddly 
her father is a psychiatrist and 
since all medicine in Sweden is 
socialized, she lives on the hospital 
grounds. One thing she misses? 
“‘T can see the ocean from my 
window back home,’’ she re- 
minisced. 


During the summer, she worked 
as a lifeguard at the hospital pool. 
This hospital is only for mentally- 
retarded and handicapped children, 
She loves people and takes great 
pleasure in watching them. Her 
hobbies include swimming, skat- 
ing, and skiing. ‘‘Almost everyone 
in Sweden skis,’’ she claims. Her 
parents taught her when she was 
five. In her real family, she has 
one younger brother, Lars. 

She lives in a small town called 
Vejdystrand. All high school stu- 
dents are required to take 13 sub- 
jects a week. They get as much 
homework as we do, if not more. 
However, this does not interfere 
with their social lives. Young 
people hang out in discotheques, 
where they dance or just talk.

‘To Expand 


Instruction 


The 1972 physical education 

program calls for more instruc- 
tion time at the elementary level, 
greater variety of recreational 
activities, including a new after- 
school intramural program, and 
installation of climbing apparatus 
to emphasize upper body develop- 
ment. 
- Athletic and Physical Education 
Director Richard Swift told a 
recent school committee budget 
meeting that most of the in- 
creased instruction time will come 
from secondary physical education 
instructors, who will pick up 60 
classes a week in the elementary 
schools. 

Swift emphasized the need for 
upper body development, pointing 
out that one third of the third 
graders tested last year couldn’t 
do even one pull-up. The climb- 
ing apparatus -- ropes, cargo nets, 
peg boards -- will help upgrade 
instruction in upper body develop- 
ment, he told the committee. 
Committeeman Dr. Frank Griggs 
suggested adding more climbing 
apparatus to outdoor playgrounds 
at the schools which lack them and 
suggested that Swift look into this 
area. 

Swift is asking for one addi- 
tional physical education instruc- 
tor, to develop movement education 


as a means to motor development . 


in small children, to work with 
children with perceptual motor 
difficulties and others in adaptive 
classes, to help them meet physical 
fitness models. 

In the junior highs, Swift plans 
to group students at their physical 
ability levels, as inthe high school, 
with adaptive students receiving 
two extra periods a week. Ac- 
cording to the program, the junior 
highs will introduce instruction in 


four ‘carry-over activities” -- 


which can be played and enjoyed 
throughout adult life. These will 
include Tennis, volleyball, hand 
and paddle ball and another that 
students will choose. 

The high school will teach eight 
instead of the present six, carry- 
over activities, as well as team 
sports. In grades 11 and 12, physi- 
cal education will consist largely 
of electives, so students can 
specialize in their area of in- 
terest. The budget also provides 
for field trips to archery ranges 
and golf courses at points in the 
year. 

The physical education and 
athletic totals include $13,481 for 
physical education capital outlay 
and equipment; $25,625.52 for 
athletics, $7,000 for athletics 
transportation, and $1,354 for 
intramural transportation, a cate- 
gory added this year. Saturday

WINTER DRIVING MYTHS 


There are two believeable 
myths about winter driving that 
could get you into a peck of 
trouble if you’re not careful. 
The first is tounderinflate your 
tires for better traction on ice 
and snow. Actually, a properly - 
or even slightly overinflated 
tire - retains its profile and 
actually ‘‘digs in’’ better on 
snow than a low, mushy tire.On 
ice, the center portion of the 
tread on an underinflated tire, 
cups up so that only the outer 
edges of the tread have real 
traction. 

The other dangerous advice is 
to carry extra weight in the 
trunk to improve traction. This 
is true, but it should be pro- 
vided by several small bags of 
sand distributed throughout the 
trunk. Extra weight added inone 
area of the trunk can disturb the 


weight and balance enough to 


‘cause steering and handling 


difficulties, and too much weight 
in the rear can actually com- 
pound the problems of rear-end 
skid,

Climate for Learning Committee 
Garry Stephens announced this 
week, 

The qtiestionnaires, which do 
not ask for respondents’ names, 
seek to draw out the opinions of 
the entire community on various 
aspects of the Andover schools’ 
learning climates - how residents 
see them now, what they would 
like them to become, what their 
educational priorities are. 

Stephens has been working since 
early fall with a broadly based 
committee of parents, students, 
businessmen, teachers, with ad- 
ministrative representation, to 
determine the most accurate way 
to measure community feelings 
about the schools. 

‘This is not a fact-finding 
survey,’’? Stephens stressed, ‘‘but 
truly seeks people’s opinion, no 
matter how they have arrived at 
them. The premise of the com- 
mittee is that everyone’s opinions 
and feelings are valuable, and that 
we’ll do better if we share them.”’ 

The questionnaire is several 
pages long, and most of the ques- 
tions have along choice of answers. 
The committee’s most difficult 
work, committee members said, 
was to make up qtestions which 
really led somewhere, would really 
tell the schools something, and 
then to offer a multiple choice of 
answers long and diverse enough 
to accommodate almost every 
shade of opinions. 


Gallup and other professional 
polls were studied in before making 
up the questions, and a sample 
questionnaire has been given a 
trial run, and criticized, to correct 
any mistakes or distortions. 


Mrs. Sybil Wise, a committee 
member, said that the wide 
diversity of the Climate for Learn- 
ing Committee made for a slow 
start, but assured that a broad 
spectrum of opinions was re- 
presented at every stage of pre- 
paration. 

Names are not asked, but the 
questionnaire does contain ‘‘quali- 
fiers’? at the end, which divide 
the respondents into broad age 
groups, school districts, taxpayer 


or renter, andother stratifications 
which the committee feels would 
add meaning to the results, 

Stephens said final results were 
weeks away, because of computer 
scheduling, although some raw re- 
sults would be available sooner. 

Girl scouts have received ap- 
proval for earning community 
service badges by helping with the 
pickup, and they will be backed up 
by members of the P.T.O.’s of 
various schools who will do the 
driving. 

Stephens urged all householders 
to devote time and care to the 
questionnaire, as their opinions 
are valuable to the schools.

Chairman Robert A. Watters, of 
the selectmen, reviewed the town’s 
plans for state authorities at the 
Friday meeting, indicating the town 
has in the past few years in- 
creased budgetary allotments to 
bring the dump up to state regu- 
lations. 

Also, pointed out was the plans 
to be presented to town meeting 
in March for increased money 
for fill at the dump, as well as 
drainage improvements to be in- 
stituted in March.

Good Move 


The selectmen have taken a positive stand in defense of 
the town along with other communities. 

Alerted by Town Manager J. Maynard Austin to bills 
currently before the legislature regarding employee-manage- 
ment dealings under collective bargaining procedures, the 
board this week voted its support of stands opposed to such 
legislation. 

In particular, the board is opposed to bills which would 
allow municipal employees to strike and which would 
mandate arbitration proceedings. 

In addition to supporting the League of Cities and 
Towns, of which Andover is a member, in opposition, the 
selectmen are also asking representatives and senators to 
oppose such legislation. 

It is well that such legislation be opposed. 

The collective bargaining rights granted municipal em- 
ployees some years ago was a beneficial move, in that it 
made it compulsory for communities to listen to their 
employees in a more positive attitude.

From that have come certain rights guaranteed to munici- 
pal employees. Too, they have gained improved salaries and 
working conditions, through negotiations, something town 
employees were unable to do in the past. 


The pending legislation would virtually place a sword at 
the throats of municipalities. In a community such as 
Andover, it would make town meeting practically power- 
less to legislate employee benefits. 

Public employment already has sufficient benefits with- 
out granting arm-twisting strength to its labor force. 

As a prime example, we might point out that despite high 
unemployment in the area, there has been no layoff on the 
municipal payroll. 

As a matter of fact, relief for unemployment problems 
was found on the public payroll for some, including several 
in Andover where jobs were filled by the town manager 

R under provisions of the Emergency Employment Act. 

So, it would seem, that municipal employees have their 
sufficiency of benefits, although many an employee would 
be quick to point out the huge amount of work he or she 
performed as compared to some other office worker or de- 
partment member. 

The selectmen are proper in their action in opposition 
and hopefully will have attentive ears on Beacon Hill. 


Regionally 


Events of the past weekend point out quite vividly that 
regional co-operation has been a part of the lives of many 
communities for many years. 

Long before any thoughts of combining communities 
into regional districts were conceived, there was a life-saving 
plan instituted by neighboring towns and cities. 

We speak, of course, of the fire departments, which have 
been on what is commonly called a mutual aid system for 
years. 

The bounds of such a system exceed immediate borders. 

Last Saturday night, Andover crews were summoned to 
Wakefield to assist in a disastrous fire there. 

On numerous other occasions, local firefighters have been 
called for assistance, either filling in or going direct to the 
scene of a major conflagration. 

It is a regional system which has merit and has been 
proven through the test of time. 

Its success points out the benefits of co-operative effort 
rather than consolidation of services as has been expounded 
by some. 


Taxes 


Tax rate predictions become a sort of game rivalling the 
Olympic competition this time of year.

Skirt Local Laws 


Ideally, the law was supposed 
to let non-profit and limited-profit 
developers skirt local zoning 
restrictions to build low and 
moderate-income units in towns 
in which that comprises less than 
10 percent of a community’s total 
housing. 

Eut Sen. Carrigan contends that 
the ‘‘local needs’’ proviso has 
stymied development of homes at 
the same time that archaic build- 
ing codes stall the kind of quick, 
modular construction which could 
lower building costs and reduce 
rents on another front. 

The definition of ‘‘low’’ and 
‘‘middle’”’? income varies by region, 
says state Housing Appeals Com- 
mittee counsel John Carney. 

“In some cases,’’ he says,

schools, physical education teach- 
ers for all schools, and guidance 
counselors for all schools. This 
expansion of services was need 
as well as requests from the public. 

The ratio between faculty and 
student is lower than inmost com- 
munities, This allows more per- 
sonalized service for students. 
It still, however, does not permit 
a one-to-one treatment for all 
students, There are not enough 
staff members to achieve this. 

A third reason for the increase 
has been the pressure of profes- 
sional negotiations. Public and 
private employees from all sectors 
have had salary increases in recent 
years. If you have more staff 
than a neighboring community and 
salaries are the biggest portion 
of your budget, then the costs will 
be higher. 

Some people are asking for an 
improvement in educational re- 
sults to accompany the rising 
costs. The learning disability 
program can ‘‘cure’’? many child- 
ren in a two-year cycle. We have 
helped many students with adjust- 
ment problems of a physical and 
a psychological nature. Students 
with reading problems are con- 
stantly being helped. Prior to 
1965 we could not do these kinds 
of things. 

There is one fact that is un- 
avoidable. People now receive 
more money for performing the 
same service as they did in the 
past. As an example, I pay twenty 
to twenty-five cents for a coke but 
its taste has not improved at the 
rate of price increase. A loaf of 
bread has increased in price in 
recent years but the taste has not. 
People are not exceptions to this 
phenomenon of economics. 

Mr, Frank Hill, through the 
school committee, and Mr. Karl 
Haartz, through the newspaper, 
have requested a history of pro- 
grams in the school system.

According to Harry Bedell of 
Andover, vice president of the 
Cooperative Institute Association 
and representing the Andover Con- 
sumers Cooperative, the highlight 
of the 43rd Co-Op Summer In- 
stitute will be the three-day work- 
shop conducted by Paul Mohn, 
director of Cooperative Education, 
U.S, Department of Agriculture, 
Washington, D.C. The Institute 
begins Friday evening, June 2 
through Monday, June 4, at Fair- 
leigh Dickinson University, Tea- 
neck, N.J. 

‘‘My three day workshop, based 
on active participation by all at- 
tending, will try to help consumer 
cooperative societies develop a 
membership-responsive Board of 
Directors that will move 
aggressively into innovative 
services with economic and qual- 
ity of life benefits for members, ”’ 
stated Paul Mohn, nationally and 
internationally known among Co- 
operatives. ‘‘Cooperative organi- 
zations must be directed by Boards 
who know their job, who are compe- 
tent to do that job, and who provide 
management with a_ positive 
climate which will develop 
cooperatives into a leadership 
position.”’ 

In addition to serving currently 
on the Board of Directors of the 
Association for Cooperative 
Education and Greenkelt Consumer 
Services, Inc., one of the largest 
consumer cooperatives in the 
United States, Mr. Mohn has

the size and health of buds all 
have meaning. By reading these 
signs, tree owners can avoid 
serious trouble at a later date. 

A twig in dormant condition can 
divulge a whole series of events 
that may have taken place over a 
period of years. A tree’s health is 
generally normal if the distance 
between bud scars from year to 
year is uniform. A tree indicates 
unhealthy life if the distance be- 
tween bud scars becomes progres- 
sively shorter denoting that the 
twig is making less and lessgrowth 
each year. 

The size and fullness of awinter 
bud reveal the current state of the 
tree’s health. A shriveled bud is a 
tip-off that something has hap- 
pened to the twig or branch, or 
even the corresponding root be- 
low ground, Examine buds of two 
trees of the same variety. On one 
the buds may be fat, shiny, waxy 
and firm. On the other, weaker 
tree, the buds will be smaller in 
size, dull and less numerous. 

Examine the bark of a twig. 

Pimple-like eruptions or a pe- 
culiar spotting, may be due to a 
fungus that has penetrated the 
living tissues. If the signs indicate 
the tree is unhealthy, search for 
the cause. Something may have 
happened to cause the tree to be- 
come weakened all at once, or the 
decline in vigor may be progres- 
sive.
